“The United States is theonly great 
country that does not have a budget. 
Kach year the congress has been mak- 
ing increasingly large a: opriations, 
based on estimates subni.cted by of- 
ficers acting in the capacity of min- 
isterial agents to congress, under a 
law which makes no provisions what- 
ever for executive review and revi- 
sion. This I have sought, in a meas- 
ure, to correct by asking the heads of 
departments to send estimates to me 
before they were printed, but, the 
conditiong attached by congress have 
been such as to make legislative re- 
view impossible. 

“The present legal directions as to 
estimates are based on the theory that 
there is no need to take stock before 
passing on appropriations; that it Is 
unnecessary to consider revenues or 
treasury resources. Congress has di- 
rected each executive officer to submit 
an estimate through the secretary of 
the treasury who is made to serve in 
the capacity of an official messenger.

“Congress has created certain con- 
mittees on appropriations who alone 
have power to review and revise re- 
quests of the department heads. Even 
in its own organization, however, con- 
gress has failed to make provision for 
considering expenditures and estimates 
for appropriations in relation to rev- 
enues.

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HOT CARD FROM BOWIE 


Former Assistant To City Electrician 
Turner Makes Sensational 
Statement 


TO THE PUBLIC: 


As has been previously announced in the city press, 
I have associated myself on the ticket with Mr. Fred 
Miles, who is a candidate for City Electrician. I have 
been asked by a number of my friends to state my rea- 
sons for resigning with Mr. Turner and connecting my- 
self with Mr. Miles. In order that the public, as well as 
my personal friends, may be apprised of the true facts, 
I deem it wise to make this statement: 


Ist. JI have worked with and under both men, and I 
therefore know them thoroughly. 


2nd. I was for two years associated with Mr. Fred 
Miles while he was City Electrician. I found him to be 
a capable and courteous official, always alive to the in- 
terest of the public, but doing his work in that painstak- 
ing, unselfish wav that looked to achieving results to all 
the people rather than securing a lot ofnewspaper noto- 
riety. He attended strictlv to the city’s duties and car- 
ried on no private operations for himself. He had no 
connection with any institution which could profit by 
the sale of electrical supplies or electrical equipment to 
the city or in the city. He was just and fair to those who 
worked with him, to the whole city, and to every busi- 
ness interest of the city. He required conformity to the 
law from all parties alike. He did not use his position 
as a city officer to punish his enemies or reward his 
friends. But without fear or favor required compliance 
to the city’s regulations. He secured more improve- 
ments and concessions that were of real profit to the pub 
lic and to private consumers than any other man who has 
served in this office; but he was willing to share the 
credit for what he did with the council and its commit- 
tees, rather than ascribe the whole credit .te himself, 
There was real satisfaction in laboring with and for a 
man of this character. | 


Srd. for the past two vears I have been in the 
office with Mr. R. C. Turner. The work with him, or 
under him, is not satisfactory. He is not a competent 
electrician. He permits foreign contractors to do work 
in the city without a license, and approves their work 
without requiring a license from them. This is not 
fair to the lucal contractors. He does work on his 
private account for individuals outside of the city, for 
which he receives compensation, whereas, his whole 
time belongs to the City. For thuse he has reason to 
be friendly with he permits approval on the most casual 
inspection, and those whom he dislikes he keeps from 
like privileges on the barest technicalities. He is con- 
stantly posing in the press for publicity and personal 
advertising, and neglects the real duties of his office. 
He does not make the citv laws apply to all alike, but 
extends certain people privileges that he denies to 
others under identically the same circumstances. For 
instance: He permitted a fertain north side Methodist 
Church, because requested te do so by some influential 
parties, to dispense with iron conduits required by 
city ordinance, thus saving them a considerable sum 
of money; while the St. Johns Methodist Chureh, on 
the south side, was rigidly required to put in iron 
conduits, beeause there was no effort made to secure 
any special privileges for that congregation. 

These and similar acts I believe to be a prostitu- 
tion of public office and there can be no ultimate credit 
come to me or anyone else from a connection with sucii 
an administration. Hence I severed my relations with 
Mr. Turner. 

As is known to the public, when Mr. Turner and 
I ran for the office two years ago a second primary 
was required. In order to spare the public this in- 
convenience I agreed, under contract with Mr. Turner, 
that he should become City Electrician and I would be 
assistant in his office, the income from the two posi- 
tions to be equally divided between us. Mr. Turner 
has not lived up to this contract with me. By reason 
of being the electrician he received the larger amount 
in salary, and gerierally used his own good pleasure 
about when I was to receive my part of the compen- 
sation as provided for in the contract. In fact, I have 
not at this time received the entire amount due me. 


The foregoing statements touching Mr. Turner’s 
maladministration of office are substantiated by doe- 
umentary evidence which J] now hold in my possession. 


In conclusion I wish fo. say that J will gratefully 
appreciate the support and influence of the citizens of 
Atlanta. I tried faithfully to fulfill my duties under 
the conditions to the best of my ability, and under the 
capable headship of Mr. Miles I feel safe in pledging 
the people of the city that they will have a smoother, 
more economical and more faithful execution of their 
electrical regulations than they have had — the 


past two years.

“I don’t believe any man who knows the facts,” 
said Governor Wilson, “can question the integrity or the purpose 
of the man who now presides in the white house. If he has gotten 
into bad company, it is no fault of his. He did not choose the com- 
pany; it was made beforehand.’ 

The Constitution heartily concurs in Governor \\ilsons per- 
sonal estimate of Mr. Taft. We have previously gone on record as 
protesting that political bigotry and personal animous should not be 
allowed to interfere with respect for those qualities of breadth and 
manly Americanism so often demonstrated by the president. 

But Governor Wilson confuses causes and effects when he 
declares that Mr.Taft is not responsible in that he did not choose 
the “bad company” for whose sins he now suffers. That is the pity 
of the whole thing. The president did himself select the malignant, 
selfish and short-sighted advisers whose machinations are bringing 
the house down over his head. No one familiar, as Governor Wil- 
son states, with “the facts” challenges the rectitude of Mr. Taft’s 
character nor the purity and conscientiousness of his purposes. They 
do grieve because the nation has been led to discount these splendid 
qualities in him, by the tyrannical, over-reaching and sinister influ- 
ences emanating from several of his cabineteers. 

The intolerable paradox is that it is members of his own per- 
sonally-chosen official family, men who ought to be bound to Mr. 
Taft by every tie of gratitude and loyalty, whose insidious and-un- 
American conduct—as exemplified in Hitchcockism, Wuickersham- 
ism and other administrative forces—has pilloried him before the 
country. They have offended, but he is the scape-goat. Had Mr. 
Taft, earlier in his administration, ruthlessly cast adrift these old 
men of the sea he would probably have been without opposition 
within his own party. Letting men who should have been most 
jealous of his political fortunes prey, instead, upon his generosity 
and trade upon his tolerance—he finds himself at the eleventh hour 
confronted with the repudiation that grows out of their misdoings. 
His failure 'to protect himself is the true explanation of what ap- 
pears to be his inevitable political. bankruptcy. 

Those who know what Mr. Taft might have been had he 
scourged forth political adventurers that sit upon his doorstep will 
hold as little short of a tragedy the price he has paid for adhering 
to rigid, if mistaken, ideals of friendship.

SLEEPING, WHILE OTHER STATES REAP. 


Litigation about to be instituted by the state of Kansas to 
collect an inheritance tax from the estate of the late Edwin Hawley 
again illustrates Georgia's backwardness in claiming revenues from 
a source commonly regarded as legitimate by other American com- 
monwealths. Hawley was a resident of New York, which state also 
imposes an inheritance tax. The suit brought in Kansas is to test 
the legality of a provision of the inheritance tax law of the Sun- 
flower state relating to reciprocal relations between states in the 
matter of inheritance taxation. 

The device is aimed, of course, at preventing double taxation. 
Only $12,000 is involved in the suit under discussion. But 
the Hawley estate has already paid to the state of New York many 
times that amount in death duties, as the Crane estate paid recent- 
ly to the treasury of Illinois a sum approximating $360,000. Numer- 
ous other instances could be cited of the burden of government 
being lifted by state-levied inheritance taxes. Georgia is one of 
the few commonwealths in America that does not take advantage 
this source of revenue left to the states by congress. 

A graduated inheritance tax levied in Georgia would solve. per- 
manently perhaps, the perennial scandal that makes a rich state ap- 
pear bankrupt, providing liberally for each of our expanding insti- 
tutions and doing so in justice to all parties involved. An in- 
heritance tax 1s the sanest and most equitable of all levies. Applied 
only at the death of the owner of a fortune, 1t works no hardship 
upon him and does not penalize the amassing of wealth or in- 
dividual enterprise. No injury 1s done the inheritors, since the 
tax falls upon wealth they never really. possessed save by right of 
bequest. The tax effectually nails the dodger, since it 
ultimately upon a final appraisement of estates and 
class of property as our inadequate system now does, 
or by default.

FRATERNAL SOCIETIES 
MUST OBSERVE NEW LAW 


Fraternal insurance societies yester- 
day had. thelr attention called to the 
terins of the new insurance law by 
the insurance commissioner of Geor- 
gia, Colonel William A. Wright. 

All such socteties are required under 
the August 19, 1912, to 
have a membership of 300. all of whom 
have paid advance assessments. Non- 
resident companies must have a metni- 
bership of 1,000. Both must require 
medical examination of applicants arid 
have a representative form of govern- 
ment. 

Kach policy must state definitely on 
its face the amount to be paid in the 
event of the death of the insured, and 
this payment shall not be affected hy 
the number of members in any branch 
or division. The commissioner is au- 
thorized to require such rates to be 
charged as will be ample to meet ma- 
turing policies. No contract for feces 
or premiuzns shall be entered into by 
any director or manager of such fra- 
ternal order. 

These legal conditions must be 
plied with inside of ten days.

Dear Uncle Dudley. I want itnforma- 
tion concerning my incubator. I set 
it the 6th inst., the weather was hot 
and dry, had ft in tight but. well ven- 
tilated room, which all doors and 
Windows open btn the day, but from the 
third day the odor eminating from it 
was baal, becoming so offensive I have 
moved it to a room off in one corner 
of the yard.
